Yome Unenvianble Foame,

Ever since old Fort Yuma was established
in 1860, writes a correspondent of the Globe-
Democrat, the tempetature of Yuma bas bien
proverbial, A1l the jokes and funny storieo
about high reeords huve been credited to
Yuma for over forty years, That anclent,
palsled, and weather-beaten gtory about the
soldier who lived and died in the garrison
at Yuma, and whose ghost came back one
night for his army blankets for uge down in
chilly, frosty hell has gove everywhere, and
in Its travels throughout the worll has
glven a certaln fame to the town.

Newspaper
paragraphers aod bhumorists have found the
summer  temperature records of Yuma a
perennial and fraltful fleld for ther talenis.

There Is abundant reason why Yuma s the
It Is hot
from the very nature of things, The town is
in a sort of valley where Old Sol has all the
advantage. It lies on the east bank of the
Caloradb river, which meanders through the
desert sands and adobe s=oil down to the
Gulf ot Callfornja. Away to the west, acrosg
the river and to the south stretches the
Colorado deser:s, s.veral thousand  square
miles In area. 1t 1 so merclless, ghostly and
fieree a desert waste Lhat few dare to cross
It by wagon or on foot in the summer months
and 1o the winter or early spring travelors
are pareful to be ncecompanied by a compaerion
or two anil supplied with an alandance of
drinking water and food. Every summer
venturesome miners lose their lives In trying
to cross the desert by being overtaken by a
sandstorm or weskened unto death by the
dreadful heat, To the north there are vast
plaios= and uplands of barren, sun-baked
adabe soil and o peculiar formation of lava
nnd soft granite, the remainsg of numerous
extinet volesnoee. This arca absorbs the
sun’s heat by day and distributes it by
night, To the east are millong of acres that
are the next thing to sn absolute desert,
where nothing grows except by irrigation,
and then only scantlly; where no one llves
who cun exist elsewhere. For over 100 miles
about Yuma pot a tree growe nutarally, and
none of the forest trees that the people of
New England or the middle states know can
be grown even artificlally, There I8 not &
thing in nature anywhere in the reglon to
add u degree of coolness to the atmosphere
There are no balmy breezes from anvwhere,
no sea or lake wir to come once In & while
as a relief after hours of a steady down-
pouring of golar heat: not a mountain or
brook, a canvon or dell, a grove or bench,
throughout a whole country, to which one
may resort for so much as a moment ot
coolness,  One may gaze in any direction
from the highest place in Yuma, and the
only color in nature to be seen I8 a dull
reddish-brown under a blazing sky. Even
the elupgish river takes on the hue of the

The flerce
s}lrmhlne causes inflammation of the eyves,
Every one does as much work as poesible
In the evenlug or early morning before tHe
sun has got In ite best efforts, and there
ls little or no unnecessary movement about
town at midday, To show how hot the at-
mosphere there really Is, it may be men-
tioned that the writer has scen mining and
clvil engineers carry bits of carpet to lay
under thelr feet while at work to keep the
sun-baked adobe from bllstering their sles.
Children would not think of walking barefoot
on the sun-baked earth at onoonday. Rail-
rond brakemen wear leather mittens so that
they can handle coupling plas and links. The
ehinn and gluggsware in the homes and at the
little hotel are as warm on any day in sum-
mer as If they bad just come out of very
warni water, and window panes are unbear-
ably hot. When one puts hisg hands on a
wall In & house on a hot day it feels like the
walls that surround a bakers oven. All
horses and cows are kept here under roofs
or sheds ar midday when the thermometer
Is ranging high. Vegetables. such as pota-
tofe. rut in two daye In such a high tem-
perature, and milk sours i an hour,

With thige streets open the depot could be
approached from Twenty-fourth strect by
elther Loor N street, Herman Kountze owns
cousiderable land on Twelfth street along the
proposed rogd, and If he can be induced to
vign & grading petition the chanoes are good
for the project golng through,
